A question as to the legal- 
ity of the hearing came up 
early in the proceedings, be- 
cause the, petition for rc-zon- 
ing came from the residents 
of. the subdivision, not the 
owner of the property.' Ger- 
ald Snyder, attorney for the 
Strzelcckis, asked that the" 
hearing be!" dismissed on the 
grounds that the petition 
ntust come from the proper- 
ty, owners. Clinton O. 
Thompson, a retired lawyer 
and a resident of the subdi- 
vision, said that the petition 



could legally be presented by 
a .government official and 
he understood; that Lloyd 
(Red) Murric supported the 
petition. 

Snyder objected that the 
provisions for filing: an or- 
dinance provided that a gov- 
ernmcntal' agency, not ah of- 
tidal; could rile- such "a 'peti- 
tion; , Zoning -board attorney 
William Sachch said. that in 
his (jpinlon Miirrlc, as chair- 
man of the board of supervis- 
ors, could' file such a peti- 
tion.

I package "Evergreen" gift 
wrap 

while glue 

1-inch red Christmas ball

Cut 20" semicircle of "Ev- 
ergreen" gift wrap.

While still folded, 
cut rounded edge at an angle 
to form bottom points. Glue 
gctlicr.

6-inch foam bell '' 
4 1-oz. paper cups for feet 
- 1 larger cup for nose 

2 black beads for eyes 
6" pipe cleaner 
rubber cement ' ';?■• 

Instructions: 

I. To construct; body shape 
cut 4 Hat surfaces on one 
side of 6" plastic ' foam ball 
in 'appropriate' leg positions. 
Pin one 1-oz. cup to each flat 
surface. Pin one larger 
cup.al one end of foam bail 
to make nose. Cover end of 
nose with a two-layered. cir- 
cle of pink "Tishu Elegance," 
gluing overlap to sides of 
nose. 

To make fringe for body, 
cut . several 3'/2 " wide strips 
of pink ^'Tishu Elegance" of 
varying lengths.' Fold each 
strip in half lengthwise. Snip 
strips 'every '/i-in, cutting 
from folded clge in and al- 
lowing at least %-ineh at. the 
bottom for gluing. (Several 
strips can be placed together 
and folded and fringed at 
one time).

read, 

The Reading Accelerator 
is a small* flat case into 
which the student slips pages 
of reading matter. He can 
set the machine to any speed 
lie chooses. A thin wire in- 
dicator moves down from 
line to line at the speed he 
has chosen. 

With, this apparatus, the 
student can start the course 
by finding his reading speed; 
then he competes against 
himself, trying to speed up 
his reading by "setting it a 
little faster each day. 

Reading ability improves 
with practice. The equip- 
ment in the Reading tab 
helps students, to correct 
faults, probably- of long 
standing, by revealing the 
faults. 

Thus, a student may be a 
speedy reader, but may com- 
prehend Iittle"of what lie 
reads. He may . have, to 
waste a g rea t deal of time 
by going back over lines or 
paragraphs he's read before. 

The reading lab brings 
out this - fault— The lab-is 
made up of booklets in aeyen 
different .colors/* The incom- 
ing student starts at the low-

Set > for scanner, the ma- 
chine projects several sen- 
tences at a time onto the 
screen, also atsu controlled 
speed. By: practicing, the 
student acquires speed to 
keep up ( with the machine, 
always striving to reach top 
speed while retaining com- 
prehension, 



The Dcvelopmontril rcadr 
ing program has. been' avail- 
able- tit Antioch High School 
for about seven years, al- ■ 
though it started as mainly 
a remedial reading course for 
poor readers. At present, 
many good students are 'en- 
rolled In It, who hope to 
pursue their education and 
are Intent on getting the 
most out. of, it. 
. About 05 students are 
now in the program. The 
program operates diuing (lie 
noon 1 hour/each student put- 
ting In' a v 25 minute session. 
He may determine for him- 
self how many days of the 
week he .wishes to partici- 
pate.' ' 

"Tlie progress of the stu- 
dent is only as 'good as, his- 
comprehension,'' points" out 
Ken Smdusc, one of the 
teachers supervising the pro- 
gram, James Corrigon lias 
been associated; with the 
program, since its inception.

A POLIO LESSON 
—^A-hard -lesson for Hie na- 
tion ' has been learned in 
Texas concerning paralytic 
polio. In some communities 
immunization programs were 
neglected and, as it turned 
out, polio struck down about 
50 Texas youngsters, killing 
two. 

"Dr. Van C. Tipton of the 
Texas State Department of 
Health says the cause of the 
outbreak can. be attributed 
to 'laxity on the part of par- 
ents who failed to take ad- 
vantage of the protection 
offered.' 

"Conditions were obvious- 
ly right for an epidemic year 
in 1900 and had it not been 
for the Vaccines introduced 
in 1955, no doubt the num- 
ber of children struck down 
by polio would have been 
far greater. (Ih 1952— an 
epidemic year — there were 
21,209 paralytic 'polio cases 
and over 35.000 non-paralytic 
cases in the nation.) • 

"The- Texas outbreak this 
year indicates what can hap- 
pen even today if communi- 
ties fail to keep up their 
programs of immunization 
of newborns, a U.S. official 
recently commented; The 
'responsibility 'is that of par- 
ents"bUt~communltles should 
sponsor and promote Im- 
munization programs for all 
residents. 

— Vaccine- (the Salk or Sa- 
bine vaccine) is recommend- 
ed for all infants and a boost- 
er before the infant is one 
year old is suggested. Unfor- 
tunately, in the Texas out 
break, none of the approxi 
mately 50 victims had re- 
ceived a complete series of 
immunization and most no 
vaccine at all." — The War- 
saw Bulletin, " '

INVOLVED IN AUTO 
ACCIDENT? ; DON'T 
MAKE STATEMENTS 

. Persons involved In. auto- 
mobile . accidents generally 
should, make no statements 
Immediately as to the cause 
of the accident, or admit 
fault, the Illinois State Bar 
Association ' states In a 
pamphlet entitled. "Auto Ac- 
cidents." 

In announcing publication 
of (he. pamphlet, in a revised 
edition, the 1SBA stated it 
should be required reading 
for all motor vehicle operat- 
ors in the state. In case 
of accident, "doing the right 
thing at the right time may 
save a life; it will always 
minimize and often avoid 
legal problems," the ISBA 
stated. 

In cautioning against mak- 
ing statements as to the 
cause of an accident, the 
ISBA observed that persons 
involved' ordinarily are too 
emotionally or physically up- 
set- to accurately appraise 
the situation. Even persons 
who honestly believe they are 
at fault should not admit It, 
since they may discover later 
that' the other party was 
equally or more to blame, 
and the statement might lat- 
er- be used in court the 
ISBA stated. 

The pamphlet outlines, fhe 
procedure which should be 
followed by persons involved 
in an accident in order to ful- 
fill their legal obligations 
and protect their own inter- 
ests. Some of the points: 

1. Stop the car as soon as 
possible without further en 
dangering any person . or 
property and without- ob- 
structing traffic. (Failure to 
stop, the pamphlet notes, 
will subject a person to crim- 
inal prosecution whether or 
not he is at fault in the ac- 
cident) 

2. If any person has been 



{Injured, call a- doctor or am- 
bulance or both. Help ihe 
Injured person but do not 
give first aid' unless this can 
he 'done expertly. Remem- 
ber, moving an injured per- 
son, may aggravate the in- 
jury. :;;*:■■ ,:•■/:■:'•; 

3. Obtain the names and 
addresses of 'other persons 
involved in the accident; the" 
license .numbers of.other ve- 
hicles, and the names . and 
addresses ami, if possible, 
written statements of wit- 
nesses to the accident. 

4. 'File a written report 
of the accident with the toi-.' 
vision of Highways, Illinois 
Department of Public Works 
and Buildings, within ten 
days after the accident if 
it resulted in. the death or 
injury of any person or' prop- 
erty damage in .excess of 
$100.

IN CASE OF REZONING 
HEARING IS REQUIRED 

. What can you do if you 
feel a proposed amendment 
to the local zoning ordinance 



will affect your prepocty a<L 
versely? - 

1 -The law provides that be- 
fore/the zoning authority — 
a city council, county or vil- 
lage board — may rezono 
property, it must hold a pub- 
lic hearing' at which, owner's 
of affected properties may 
voice their feeling. 

The hearing is held by a 
commission, committee or 
board of 'appeals which 
makes its recommendation to 
the zoning authority. 

If the owners of 20 per 
cent or more of the property 
directly affected by the pro^ 
, posal file . a -.written protest, 
the law says the change can 
be' adopted only by a two- 
thirds vote of the council or 
board. 

' A hearing also must be 
held before a variation or 
waiver from existing zoning 
regulations can be granted 
to a property owner. At this 
hearing,, the party seeking 
the variation must provide 
evidence that it is necessary 
and show that it will not alter 
the essential character of the 
neighborhood. 

Although the state's first 
zoning statute was enacted 
only 44 years ago, most. mu- 
nicipalities and many coun- 
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ttesJn Illinois now have zon- 
ing ordinances. 

An ordinance classifies 
'property, according ..to. the 
use to which It may be put, 
such. as. residential, agricul- 
tural, commercial; and so 
forth. The- type of .buildings, 
their heights and the- amount 
of space they occupy also 
may be restricted. 

State law permits ir* mu- 
nicipality to' extend its zon- 
ing powers 'over contiguous 
territory up to 1 { h miles 
from the-clty limits if the 
territory is not lm another 
municipality or the county 
lias not adopted a zoning 
plait.

Home,"

or agreement to purchase as 
follows:

•3. Arrangement for .pay- 
big off the balance, Includ- 
ing a statement as to the in- 
terest rate, term and amount 
of any mortgage loan which 
is to be sp,ufiht. 

4.. Cancellation clause, 
providing, for return of the 
earnest money if" financing 
cannot be obtained on the 
desired terms. . 

5. A request for proof 
that the seller has a clear 
title and owns the property 
free of encumbrances such 
as "unpaid taxes or liens for 
unpaid services of contrac- 
tors or suppliers. 
— G;~Proratlonof taxes- and 
otfrer charges which have ac- 
crued at the time the buyer 
takes possession. 

7. Dales for closing the 
transaction and possession by 
buyer. 

8. List of personal prop- 
erty included in sale.

At ttie last annual town 
meeting In Bloom Township, 
Illinois, nearly 400 people at- 
tended. V 

Normally, when a crowd 
appears at a civic meeting, 
they seem to be there be- 
cause they have a mass com- 
plaint. This was not true in 
Bloom Township. People 
simply attended to register 
their approval of their town- 
ship government, and to 
okay the annual town bud- 
get. 

Similar turnouts occur In 
townships .throughout - the 
slate. 

At otic such meeting, a! 
citizen arose, addressed . the 
chair, then said, "I'm here 
because I think it's' a great 
idea. Where else can a voter 
feel so strongly that he is a 
part of, and important to his. 
government?" 

Democracy In action. It 
is difficult to find democracy 
functioning to well in other 
forms of government.,/ 

Throughout the 1)5 coun- 
ties In Illinois which have 
township government, the 
citizenry is entitled by law 
to attend annual town meet- 
ings. These meetings are 
held each year on the first 
Tuesday of. April. 

"In a sense, these town 
meetings constitute a legis- 
lature for the township. 
Every registered voter at- 
tending may vote on special 
proposals' and budgets pre- 
sented by the township ad- 
ministration. 

They may present and dis- 
cuss plans and projects. They 
may become members of 
committees or commissions 
set up to serve the people of 
their townships. Of course, 
they may also voice any dis- 
approval they wish tb ex- 
press. 

It surprises many people 
that town meetings still exist 
in America. But they cer- 
tainly do. 

A representative of an 
Illinois metropolitan news- 
paper recently attended a 
township officials meeting, 
and was literally amazed to 
find out that town, meetings 
are held in the slate of Illi- 
nois, 

It may be said that this 
lack of knowledge is the 
fault of township govern- 
~meT»t~ltself: — People- have 
not been well enough in- 
formed about township gov- 
ernment and town meetings. 
Civics books touch the sub- 
ject lightly. When the sub- 
ject is brought up publicly, 
more often titan not it is 
done by someone seeking 
political advancement, who 
suggests township govern- 
ment be washed- down the 
'drain . ♦ - ; '■■' _v_! 

The primary purpose of 
this series of articles is to 
contribute information on 
the subject of township gov; 
eminent to' the people. These 
reports are intended to tell 



Upon by the electorate. Each 
vote In every election Is im- 
portant. It exorcises the civic 
right which the voter pos- 
sesses, and will holp perpetu- 
ate that right. It developcs 
a better understanding of 
what -is going on and who Is 
doing what in local affairs. 
It also helps citizens place 
every. 'form 'of government in 
proper focus, so" that. Ton in- 
telligent evaluation 'may be 
made of the values: and per- 
formances of all. 

Then -the value of local 
government • versus "metro" 
or federal government be- 
comes more significant, 

Joseph P. Welch of Bar- 
rington, who is now township 
supervisor, and > who , also 
served as. chairman of his 
county boards recently evalu- 
ated the relationship of peo- 
ple to their government. 

"Good government is that

You, tiio reader, can help 
your community by discuss- 
ing this subject with your 
neighbors and friends — and 
your children. The more 
you know about ALL govern- 
governmental services avail- 
able to you, and how they 
may 'bo administered, the 
boiler you arc able, to evalu- 
ate the degrees of service 
you want or expect from' var- 
ious governmental levels—:

Of course, . there is One 
loud voice of the people in 
government (and always will 
be, if properly exercised).

Township officials^ are 
elected every four years. The 
elections arc held' In "off 
years, and do not coincide 
with national or ' state-wide 
elections. This sometimes 
creates problems, because 
the citizenry simply docs not 
get as excited about off-year 
elections as they do about 
major ones. 

However, people should 
take more interest in such 
elections;. This 1 n.c 1 u d e s 
township elections, as well as 
other local government and 
school district elections, and 
local referendums. .; It is 
most desirable and necessary 
that local affairs be acted
